miniſters to whom the ſame ſhal belong, to take 
in hande agayne their foꝛmer charge geuen to 
them the laſt pere foꝛ the execution of the ſayde 
ſtatutes, haſtening their aſſembles foz that pur⸗ 
pole now in the begynning ot this * 
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as they: doynges may be certilied, in ſuch ſoꝛt, as 
they were commaunded and pꝛeſcribed the laſt 

Andbeſpdes theſe, her Maieſtie findethlyke 
cauſe to haue two othergreat enoꝛmities daplye 
encreaſyng in thts her Nealme, to be ſpeedyly re⸗ 
fourmed, foz whiche there do remayne in koꝛce 
good la wes. The one is, the monſtruous abuſe 
ol apparell almoſt in all eſtates, but pꝛincipallp 
in the meaner ſoꝛt. The other is, the decay and 
dilkurniture of all kynde of hozſes foz ſeruice 
within the Realme. And becaule her Maieſtie 
perceaueth, that although the lawes be very pe⸗ 
nall in both thele cales, yet without ſome ſpeci⸗ 
all direction geuen foꝛ thexecution therot, the re⸗ 
fo:mation wyll not enſue : Her Maieſtie hath 
cauſed the ſtatutes, remayningin koꝛce koꝛ both 
the ſayde purpoſes, to bebzeefely collected, and 
pꝛeſently by this her pꝛoclamation chargeth all 
maner her Sherilles to publiſhe the lame ioynt⸗ 
ive with this pꝛoclamation, and to fixe the ſams 
vp in places accuſtomed, 2 

And foꝛ the maner ol the ſpeedye execution of 
the ſtatutes fo apparell, and other enoꝛmities 
incident thereto: her Maieſtie hath cauled cer⸗ 
tayne good oꝛdinaunces to be deuiſed and accoz- 
ded by her counlell, whiche alſo her Maieſtieg 


pleaſure is, to be well regarded, ſtrayghtip kept, 


and obſerued accoꝛdyng to the ſeuerall limitati⸗ 

ons therot. n2herkoze there is good hope concea⸗ 

ued by her Maieſtie, of a ſpeedye redꝛeſſe, by 

meanes of the ſayde good o2ders , And yl in anye 

poynt ofthe ſame ſtatutes oz oꝛders, any _ ;
